$3000 on the ground

could not afford it. The militia men 
and others In favor of a big mllitary 
feature on the glorious fourth argued 
that it was a good business proposi- 
tion for Lowell; that the expenditure 
of $3<WO would bring in several thou- 
sands more to Lowell business men.

"When your line of inquiry re- 
solves itself into 'What did you say 
about me?' it is objectionable, i am 
afraid this isn't going to be very help- 
ful and It may be harmful."

"Now I will ask whether your particu- 
lar object was to overthrow the testi- 
mony I gave before this board some six 
weeks ago?",

ter, and right here at home hundreds 
of men have been wandering around 
shirtless.

The militia men 
and others In favor of a big military 
feature on the glorious fourth argued 
that it was a good business proposi- 
tion for Lowell; that the expenditure 
of $3000 would bring In several thou- 
sands more to Lowell business men.
